Roosevelt also was determined 
to bring Russia into the United 
Nations. Here he reflected the 
usual optimistic idealism, naive 
at times, which is so typical of 
us as a people. He thought a 

{ussja in the U.N. meant peace. 

Therefore, he proposed a trus- 
teeship for Korea and Indochina 
and said he did not think we 
would keep troops in Europe for 
more than two years and likely 
would have none at all in Korea. 
The trusteeships were a good 
idea. 

Today some analysts point to 
the Roosevelt statement about 
troops in Europe for only two 
years and note that today we 
have several divisions there. 
Had the Yalta agreements been 
kept: had Russia worked within 
the U.N. as planned, we would 
not have had troops there more 
than two years. 

It Roosevelt’s coolness to- 
ward Britain which costs him 
most in the light of 1955. Churchill 
—in 1955—gains in stature at 
FDR's expense. 

But why Mr. Eisenhower was 
not consulted remains a disturb- 
ing mystery.

HELSINKI, Finland, March 18 (®—The Finnish tanker Aruha. 
carrying 13,000 tons of jet fuel for Red China. will continue on course 
unless her crew rebels, the ship's owners said today. 


Gunnar Damstroem, managing 
director of the Re-Be Co., refused 
to disclose the Aruba’s ultimate 
destination. He did say the tanker 
will not call at Colombo, Ceylon, 
or at Singapore. 

Seamen's union spokesmen in 
Helsinki announced Wednesday the 
crew, fearful of becoming involved 
in a war action, would strike if 
ordered to take the Aruba beyond 
Singapore. The owners then de- 
cided against sending the ship into 
‘dangerous waters.” 

The Re-Be Co., said today it had 
been in radio contact with the tank- 
er, now about a day's sailing time 
from Colombo. Capt. Henry. Bjork- 
sten reported all was calm aboard 
ship, the company said. 

Asked by newsmen to give the 
latest plans for the Aruba, Dam- 
stroem said: ‘In case of a crew 
strike, she will stop in internation- 
,al waters.” 


A radio message picked up earli- 
er in Colombo said the owners had 
radioed orders for the tanker to 
avoid all ports and stay on course 
as long as the crew remains 
amenable. 

Damstroem denied reports the 
Aruba would transfer her prized 
cargo to another tanker at sea. 
There has been speculation she 
might do this in international wa- 
ters or put into an Indonesian port 
to reload the fuel into other China- 
destined ships. 

The Re-Be Co., said today it has 
been in contact with the Chinese 
shipping firm in Hong Kong which 
chartered the Aruba, but refused 
to give any details. 

In Washington, U. S. officials 
expressed surprise that the Aruba 
apparently intends to continue its 
voyage despite State Department,

It declares, for example, that ‘the seventh day is the 
Sabbath of the Lord thy God.” The Sabbath is not a 
man-made, but rather a divine, Christian institution, 


itself 


established at creation at the close of the first weekly 
cvcle, and kept by Christ as the Creator and ‘‘Lord 


of the Sabbath.’ 
In substituting Sunday for the Sabbath man tragic- 
ally usurped God's own authority. It is interesting 
that the observance of the Sabbath is described as a 
sign of allegiance to God, Creator and Redeemer. We 
give honor to symbols of loyalty to country. Knowing 
God's claims we dare not give less honor to the 
symbol of. allegiance to Him, His Sabbath.
